Lively,  star  witness  for  the 
state,  in  the  firs,  ".ngger 
trial"  in  which  the  21  miners 
now  on  trail  for  their  lives, 
were  aquitted  for  the  slaying 
of  Albert  C.  Felts,  will  not  lesli- 
fy  again,  it  was  learned  today. 

Officials  are  taking  no 
chances. 

On  the  surface,  at  least,  ev¬ 
erything  is  quiet  in  William¬ 
son.

In  the  rear  of  the  court 
house  where  state  police  stand 
guatd  and  hold  their  rifles 
ready  as  they  “trigger  trial” 
proceeds,  in  the  county  jail,  fill¬ 
ed  with  miners.  Twenty  of  these 
were  arrested  last  yesterday. 

Bridge  is  Guarded 

State  police  guarding  the 
bridge  over  to  the  Kentucky 
side,  captured  them  as  they 
were  "trekking  to  Stringtown.”

Major  Thomas  B.  Davis,  m
